Growing Aspavagua From Seed. 

Asparagus seed may be sown any 
time during the spring 
when ever tiie soil is i 
tor its sowing. The seed should be 
soaked in warm water twenty-f< 
hours before sowing in order to 
soften the outer skin of the seed 
and start germination 

Before sowing the seed the soil 
should be worked into a fine con- 
dition in order to make it easy for 
the tender plantlets to work them- 
selves through the surlace soil. 
Sulllcicnt space should be allowed. 
The best manner of sowing is in 
rows two feet apart, made with the 
handle end of a rake or hoe. The 
seed should not be sown any deeper 
than l^ to 2 inches.
